Note: Many reviews mentioned visitation numbers and WO 410 discussed putting in a 

consistent statement in each of the reports. We added this paragraph below to each 
document to help address the various concerns. Please review and see if you feel this 
helps address the concerns. If you feel we need to further edit the paragraph we can do 
this here and update all the documents. 

What ever becomes the final version of the visitation text should be updated on all of the 
monument economic reports; including the ones already completed. 
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The BLM utilizes the Recreation Management Information System (RMIS) to report visitation. The 
Recreation Management Information System (RMIS), implemented in 1984, is the agency’s 
official system of record for recreation information relating to recreation visitation, permits, and 
partnerships. While the BLM collects the most complete visitation information available, total 
visitation is based on the best available data and the collection tools on hand. Providing 
definitive visitation information at each National Monument is difficult, especially with 
numerous opportunities for recreation and other uses outside of developed sites. Visitation 
numbers for National Monuments are often determined from focal use areas or developed 
recreational use areas, but use occurring outside of developed sites or identified corridors is 
hard to quantify. There are numerous factors influencing visitation and collection of visitor 
information, not to mention each National Monument has unique resources affecting public 
use. Federal land managers are continually improving the methodology and technological 
resources for visitation reporting.
